Digital Radio Mondiale in the Netherlands is carrying out tests from between 21:30 to 
23:25 UTC nightly on 15.520 MHz in simulcast mode. Simulcast mode allows for 
analog and digital signals to be transmitted on the same frequency at the same time. 


The well-known Australian standard time and frequency station VNG will stay on the 
air for another 6 months, the station which was scheduled to cease operation on the 
30th of June last, is now re-scheduled to shut down on the 31st of December 2002. 
The reprieve was the result of representations from Radio VNG users.
